Remarks 

Claims 1-9, 11-13 and 15-19, 21 and 22 are pending in the application and stand 
rejected. Claims 10, 14 and 20 have been canceled without prejudice to or disclaimer 
of their su bject matter. 

Claim rejections 
Section 101 

Claims 1-13 and 15-22 were rejected under 35 USC 101 as being directed to 
non-statutory subject matter. Of these, claims 1-9, 11-13 and 15-19, 21 and 22 remain 
pending. 

The § 101 rejection is the sole remaining rejection. Each of the pending claims 
now recites a machine-readable medium storing computer-executable instructions to 
perform a method, and accordingly, all now recite statutory subject matter. Withdrawal 
of the rejection of claims 1-9, 11-13 and 15-19, 21 and 22 under 35 USC 101 is 
therefore respectfully requested.
